^President and War Department Have 


Full Confidence in the Commander- 
He is Ordered to Catch Aguinaldo.

Washington, Feb. 8—[Special]—The 


news from the Philippines is wholly 
satisfactory to officials here. Gen. Otis 
•has Displayed a high .degree of ability in 
:the conduct of affairs, and whatever o) 
-credit accrues from the campaign .be, 
longs to him, as everything was left to 
his discretion.- The president as well as 
those in control of the war departmenl 
recognized the fact that he was more 
•competent than they to direct affairs, as 
he was more conversant with .the situa- 
tion, and therefore he was given carte 
/blanch; but cautioned to let the insurg- 
ents take, .the initiative in .hostilities 
The opportunity desired came when 
Otis was best prepared for it, and the 
"brilliant victory he has won again de 
monstrates the fact that as fighters Jane 
strategists the American soldiers have 
, no equals on earth. It is the conviction 
iiere that if Gen. Otis follows up his ad- 
vantage, as doubtless he will, Aguinaldo 
-will be suing for peace within a month 
*nd perfect peace will be- restorec 
throughout the Philippines, the authoE-

Killed and Wounded. 


Washington, Feb. 8.—Gen. Otis has 


*o far reported 197 casualties among 
the American troops engaged in the 
battle with the Filipinos. To the lists 
of. killed, and wounded sent Monday 
Slfl. &fficers and men. have .'been, added 
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by the reports received. The fatalities 
reported to date number 49; those in- 
jured, 148. 


In this dispatch, .telling of the "situ- 


ation, Gen. Otis estimates that his 
casualties will aggregate 
250. The 


•war department officials therefore an- 
ticipate an additional report of losses 
to the Americans. Monday Gen. Otis 
reported thirty-seven killed and forty- 
one wounded," and yesterday he sent 
the names of twelve killed and 107 
wounded. 


The proportion of killed to wounded 


is unusually :large. The lowest rate of 
proportion of those killed to 
those 


wounded in battle with modern fire- 
arms-is about 1 to 5. Gen. Otis' re- 
ports so far show it to be 1 to 3. The 
fact reported in this morning's dis- 
patch from Otis that the insurgents 
were armed with Mauser rifles of the 
latest pattern accounts, in the opin- 
ion of the army officials, for the dam- 
age inflicted on the American troops. 
To the terrible execution done by the 
guns of Dewey's ships is attributed the 
great loss of life among •• the insur- 
gents.

FARMER BOYS TELL 


THEIR TROUBLES 


LIFE NOT ALL PLEASURE ON 


THE FARM. 


Get Up A t Four-Thirty O'clock in the 


Morning and Work Till Long After 
Dark—Many Witnesses Swear As 
to Wages Paid—Other Matters Be. 
fore the Court. 
If you are looking for a job which 


carries but little work with it steer clear 
of the farm. 
>• 
. 


Don't get the idea that the life of a 


farm hand is all pleasure, for such is 
not the case. 


This fact was clearly demonstrated in 


the municipal court today by a score .ol 
witnesses who were sworn and testified 
in the action of Frank Opitz against J. 
H. Bolte. The plaintiff is a farm hand 
and the defendant is a farmer "in ' the 
town of Bock. Opitz was in the employ 
of Bolte from March 21 to October 23 
1898, at a salary of 818 per month 
Opitz alleges that Bolte paid him $65 
leaving a balance due him of about $60 
The suit is brought to recover the bal- 
ance'alleged to be. due. 


The testimony given by the different 


farm hands and farmers this morning 
was of an interesting nature, the wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff giving testimony 
principally to show what salary the av- 
erage farm hand was paid. 
Among 


those who took the stand was Thomas 
Bontoft, a farm hand, who swore thai 
the labor performed by the average 
man on a farm commenced -at 4:3( 
o'clock in the morning and that there 
was no let-up till about 8:30 o'clock in 
the evening. 
During the day his 


troubles are many. He generally has 
horses and cattle to look after, to say 
nothing .of the amount of trouble thai 
the frisky pigs and chickens were mak- 
ing him on all sides at all times. He 
also had' hard field labor to perform 
For this service he received^ about $2( 
a month and his board and washing 
which Mr. Bontoft thought was little 
enough.

.Thomas Dillon, a farmer, swore thai 


he_used to see the plaintiff working: as 
late as 8:30 o'clock in the evening, -bu1 
that he was unable to tell as4o the d:3( 
o'clobk- morning hour1 not being er 
early riser. He said that he thoughi 
the plaintiff was doing a man's work 
and that the average ^wages paid were 
from $20 to $25 a month. 


Anthony Dixon, of the town of Rock 


stated that prevailing wages varied a 
great deal. "I would first have to seethe 
man work before I would set any special 
scale of.wages," said:Mr.Dixon,"but I can 
say that the plaintiff, while -working for 
trie, was a good man."

It will be found that Gen. Miles ia

At the same - time the bear sent his 
claws into one of Larsen's boots. Lar- 
sen suffered the most terrible agony, 
and saved his life only by promptly 
using his rifle, which he had taken 
into the pit. With his left hand and 
knees he discharged the rifle into the 
bear's right eye and then down its 
throat. Larsen. then spent half an hour 
prying the brute's jaws open and ex- 
tricating himself.

fainted. His wife found him, but had 
to go three miles to a neighbor for as- 
sistance before he could be relieved or

flow 
of blood stopped.

It seldom nappens that the house in 


its legislative capacity .changes the pro 
! visinns or items of an appropriation bill 
approved oy it in committee of the 
whole. Instances in. which this has- 
been done arc on record, it is true, but 
in nearly every case of the kind the ap- 
propriations have been stricken .out or 
changed only when information received 
subsequent to the committee's action has 
showed that the amount named—was 
an improper or excessive one. As neither 
objection can lie against the Janesville 
appropriation it may be regarded as 
certain of final passage. 


There 
are two dangers, however 


through which' the measure must ye 
pass. The first is that the senate may- 
be siezed with a spasm of economy anc 
cut it out along with the appropriations 
for like public buildings at other points 
While the senate has no constitutiona 
power to originate appropriations excep' 
for the.payment of its own .current ex 
penses—such as for suppllies and thi 
salaries of its own officers—it has .as

"However the trouble in the Philip- 
pines might terminate, the Filipinos 
would be regarded as patriots 
who 


were fighting for their liberty just as 
much as were the American rebolu- 
tiouists 
• If any resolution is 
passed 


here we ought to pass one bringing 
peace to .the Philippines, not disaster 
or worse than nothing." 
He main- 


tained that we did not want to incor- 
porate into our citizenship the mon- 
grel populations of the Philippines and 
inaugurate another race struggle in 
the United States. 


The debate for the day was conclud- ! 


ed by Mr. Lodge in a brief speech, in 
the course of which he explained that 
our forces were in Manila in thorough 
accordance with the laws of war; we 
succeeded to the sovereignty'Of Spain. 
We' had never by any act sought to 
oppress the people of those islands. 
"Their oppression," said he, "has ex- 
isted solely in the speeches that have 
been delivered in the senate of the 
United States; 'but, like all orientals, 
they mistook kindness for timidity." 


Further along, Mr. Lodge, speaking 


of the restraint placed upon the Amer- 
ican forces in the Philippines, said: 
"Stringent orders 'have gone from the 
president to Gen. Otis and Admiral 
Dewey to exercise the greatest care in 
their treatment of the Filipinos and 
not by word or deed to provoke them.

attack I do not know. But while these
